The American delegation at Paris,

backed bv the British, continues to
press for the raising of the economic
blockade, and It is Believable nere
that the sudden settlement of the
military and naval conditions which
shall render Germany impotent is an
answer to the argument that the only
way to make Germany sign the peace
treaty as dictated by the allies, is by
holding the economic weapon of
blockade over her head. England and
the United States do not share that
view, but they are now evidently pre-
pared to put into effect at once meas-
ures that will absolutely insure Ger-
many's capitulation with the expecta-
tion that the complete lifting of the
blockade will thereupon be effective
at once.

embarrassing to a country seeking
membership In the league of nations.
Switzerland's neutrality presents
many problems to the supreme coun-
cil as her status would be uncertain,
should she be admitted to the league
and still retain her neutrality as she
desires.

There is a possibility, however, that
the peace conference will consider the
neutralization of the Austrian Tyrol,
which would afford protection to the
northern Italian frontier.

Storkerson, explorer, and his five
men who landed on an Arctic ice floe
last year, expecting to float toward
Siberia, drifted for eight months
around a huge icicle and finally
landed near the mouth of Colville
river. Alaska, not far from Barter
island, from where they started, ac-
cording to word brought here by
royal northwest mounted police.

The party established a camp in
March.
